TUB LICENSE HILL. 


Tho compromise license bill which was 


agreed upon by the republican caucus at 
Madison, has been passed by the assem- 
bly, the vote standing 51 to 44, which is 
very nearly a strict party vote. 


This bill Cies tho minimum and maxi- 


mum licenses in places having a popula- 
tion of over 500 at §200 and $500, respec- 
tively, and in places having n population 
of less than 500 S100 andS-iOO, respective- 
ly. In both cases, the license is to be 
determined by local option, and, in the 
case where the minimum is fixed at S100 
tho electors have the option of voting for 
a license of either S100, 8250 or S-iOO, and 
in 
the ease of whero the minimum 


is established at §200, the electors may 
vote 
for 
a license 
of either $200> 


§350 or 8500, as they may determine. 
These figures apply to retail 1 ienses sole- 
y. Tho wholesale license is fixed at S200 
an all oases, while that of pharmacists ij 
established atS10 annually. Each appli- 
cation for a retail license must be accom- 
panied by a petition signed by at least 
twenty resident free-holders, each of 
whom shall havo not less than S5CO dol- 
lars worth ot unencumbered real estate, 
setting forth that "thoapplicant is a man 
of respectable character and standing, 
rd is a fit poraon to keep a grocery, sa- 
loon or other place for tho sale of intox- 
oating liquors, 


This bill stipulates that special elec- 


tions, whore the subject of license alone 
shall be voted upon, shall bo held on tho 
third 'Tuesday in September not oftener 
than once in three years, that being tho 
ponodifor which the license shall bo 
granted. Suitable penalties for infrac- 
tions of the proposed .law are provided 
in the bill. 


When the assembly had passed the 


bill, Mr. Noroross moved that the voto of 
which it had been ordered engrossed and 
read a thud time, be reconsidered, and 
that motion lie upon the table. The mo- 
tion was carried by a vote of 47 to 5 
which places the action ot the assembly 
beyond repeal so far as that body is con- 
cerned, 


An analysis ol tho vote on tho bill 


bhows that five republicans—Eikert and 
Leznont, of Milwaukee, Estabrook, of 
Manitowoo, Hubbard, of Buffalo, and 
Wallaee,ol Monroe, voted against the bill* 
while 39 democrats voted against it; and 
two democrats—McCoy, cf Grant, and 
Xvyan, of Milwaukee, voted for the bill, 
with 49 republicans. 


It is thought that tho senate will 


amend tho bill in one important particu- 
lar or refuse to concur in it. Take, for 
instance, tho fact that every application 
for license shall be accompanied by a pe- 
tition signed by at least ten resident 
froe-holdere, setting forth that the ap- 
plicant is a fit person to keep s 
saloon.

Canal 
company.

chartered by tho general assembly ot Vir- 
ginia in 17ST. Tbo fourth section of tho 
charter was as follows; 


'That said company be and aro hereby 


ailthurizod to ruifia by ono or more lotteries 
tho sum of $50.000 for tho purposes stated, 
or for any othor purpose having for its ob- 
joct tha extension und improvement of. in- 
ternal navigation between tho waters of 
Kcrth Carolina and those 
of Virginia, 


through Dismal Swamp canal, or any cross 
cuts leading into it.1' 


After slumbering a number of years the 


company, in ]S82, commenced a lottery in 
KorfoH-. Attorney General Blair, on behalf 
of tho comm'jnwtmltb, filod a petition in tbo 
circuit court for the company to show cause 
why tho charter should not bo doolarod for- 
feited, as iu violation of tho lawof tho stato 
prohibiting lotteries. 
Tho company tiled 


an ansu-er through Jfr. John S. V»"iso,

attorney.

argued, and aftor maturely considering 
tho diiluror.J; points raised, tho judge ren- 
dered his decision, stating that the prriyor 
of tho commonwealth to havo tho charter 
forfeited must bo denied, as other rights 
wero conferred on said company by charter, 
such as navigation of Dismal Swamp callal; 
but that tho commonwealth, however, i* 
entitled to judgment of soizuro into tor 
hands and custody of ail privileges, liberties 
and franchises conferred upon tho company 
in section -I cf tho act of IStG. 


Tho ofToct of this decision is to prohibit 


lotteries in this stato, nnd the closing of tho 
oilicos opened for that purpose. Jlr. Wise 
has, however, statod his intention of carry- 
ing tho case to tho court of appeals and the 
judge required a bond to bo given.
